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During the mouth of February a miniature portrait of Richard Burke, by Bone, was 
advertised for sale at Messrs. Bennett’s Auction Rooms. This miniature having been 
identified as the one stolen from the Gallery walls in 1880, steps were taken through 
the Law Officers of the Crown for its recovery. The Governors and Guardians having 
been advised that the recovery of the Miniature by legal proceedings would be 
expensive, and by no means certain, consented to purchase it from its holder, a London 
dealer, for £20, which was accordingly done. 

The Picture by Jacob Jordaens, No. 46, was lent to the Exhibition of the works of 
Jordaens held at Antwerp during the summer, and was safely returned to the Gallery 
at the close of the Exhibition. 

During the year tickets of admission to copy in the Gallery were issued to 1 1 persons, 
9 ladies and 2 gentlemen. The total number of attendances by Artists and Students 
was 689.
